Secretary of We* Designates 
Six Regiments of the 
RegularTroops. 


TO REINFORCE GEN. OTIS 


Authorities Decline to Bay W hether 
They Arc to Itellevo Volunteers or 
Not.—The Itetnfbroemciit# Art? Troop* 
Who Fought hi Cuba. Porto Hico 
anti Indian War*. 


Washington, March 3.—Th© secretary 
of war has Just ordered the reinforce­ 
ment of General Otis by six regiments. 
These are the Sixth infantry, now at 
Ban Antonio, the 8ixth artillery scat­ 
tered along the Atlantic coast stations, 
the Ninth infantry at Madison barracks, 
Thirteenth infantry In New York state, 
Twenty-first Infantry at Plattsburg, N. 
Y., and the Eighteenth infantry at Fort 
Crook and neighboring posts in the mid­ 
dle west. 
These regiments have been 
ordered to make ready to proceed to San 
Francisco and thence to Manila. 
In answer to the direct question as to 
whether or not these regular troops are 
intended to relieve .. corresponding 
number of volunteer soldiers at Manila 
It was said at the war department that 
while this probably would be th* case, 
it was not possible yet to make a posi­ 
tive statement. This means that if 
when the reinforcements arrive at Ma­ 
nila the conditions are sat!-factory the 
volunteer* will be brought home, but if 
Otis shall have need for all of th** com­ 
bined force, then they must wait. 
The reinforcements are made np of 
troops who are not only regulars in tho 
full sense of the term, but who have 
been through the Cuban or Porte Rican 
campaigns. 
They know what it is to 
be under fire; how to hunt Indians and 
also how to fight in tropical jungles. 
With them replacing the same number 
of volunteers, General Otis will have a 
majority of regulars in his command, 
something the war department has earn­ 
estly desired to hriug ab* ml at the ear­ 
liest possible moment. The position of 
the American commander at Manila also 
will be safeguarded against the effect of 
a sudden and forced discharge- of volun­ 
teer* by the ratification of tho peace 
treaty. 


ADM IRAL DEW EY 


P ressing th e G overnm ent F or L ight 
D ra ft Warship*. 
Washington, March 
8. —- Admiral 
Dewey is again pressing on the navy de­ 
partment the argent need of vessels of 
light draft aa a means of communication 
among the numerous aumil islands of 
the Philippine group. To this end the 
gunboat Vixen, which figured bravely 
fur a vessel of her light caliber at the 
outset of the Cuban campaign, has been 
ordered to bs immediately fitted out at 
the Norfolk navyyard for sailing for 
\f»rni«. 
This will take about a month 
and it probably will be throe or four 
months liefer** she joins Dewey’- fleet. 
Besides the Concord, which is perhaps 
a little too large to be classified as one 
of the small craft, the only light vessel* 
now in tho Philippines available for 
running about those waters are the 
Petrel and the Helena. 
The Castine 
and the Princeton, however, are now 
speeding in that direction, but the small 
craft equipment thoro will still be in­ 
adequate. The department is anxious 
to afford Admiral Dewey all the assist­ 
ance possible. 
He has repeatedly called 
attention to the great importance of this 
work and has emphasised the fact that 
It Is the light vessels, fit to skirmish 
about in th** shallow waters aud to run 
in and out of harbors where the larger 
ones would be useless, that he wants, 
rather than the heavier types.

Claims Disallowed by the 
Havana Authorities. 


SEVEN HUNDRED CUBANS 


T hrow n Out of W ork T h ro u g h Or­ 
der* to Rod un© E x p en d itu res In 
S an tiag o M uch Anxiety Is C aused 
T hereby an d th e N inth Im m une* 
Ha* Been Ordered Into th e City. 


Santiago do Cuba, March 8.—A climax 
has been reached in the affairs of San ti-1 
ago. The estimates for March have i 
been reduced from #70,000 to $30,000 and 
amounts aggregating $80,000 expended 
last month have been disallowed by the 
authorities at Havana. 
General Leonard Wood, military gov­ 
ernor, say* it is impossible to estimate 
exactly a month ahead, aud thinks the 
best plan would be to forward a certain 
per centage to Havana every month, the 
department commander 
having 
the 
privilege of using 
the balance, sub­ 
ject to objection Later, as nuder the 
present system it is lmjtossible to run 
the government here. For the month 
of March all expenditure for the entire 
province must be kept within #10,000. 
Even those Callans who are most 
friendly to the United States authorities 
say that this amonnt is less than was 
allowed at any time under the Spanish 
regime. In the opinion of others the 
object of the restriction is to discredit 
the work already done here by throw­ 
ing out of emnloyment a large number 
of men aud creating discontent and dis­ 
turbance. 
This in of course, an altogether er­ 
roneous assumption, but the fact is that 
today more than 700 men were thrown 
out of work, a circumstance generally 
recognized a* a dangerous menace to 
public safety at just this Juncture and 
involving a large additional polio© force. 
Some merchant* say it will necessitate 
the presence of additional regiments, 
even if an insurrection does not finally 
result. 
Many Cuban politicians who have not 
received appointments will, it is feared, 
use the occurrence to inflame the minds 
of the unemployed. The result is diffi­ 
cult to forecast. 
It is significant, however, that the 
Cuban Extremists, who talk openly 
against American rule, go about ex­ 
plaining how 5,000 of their men, proper­ 
ly armed, could now gain possession of 
the province of Santiago in two days if 
the plan were arranged properly before­ 
hand. The men who indulge in this 
of bluster are mere nobodies, but 
the fact that any body will listen to 
them indicate* the general discontent 
born of these vexatious instructions from 
Havana 
Even the Americans here cannot com­ 
prehend what Havana hopes to achieve 
by bringing about a practical cessation 
of all public works in the largest prov­ 
ince (rf Cuba, a province really needing 
more in this line thau any other. The 
air of anxiety obvious in all the depart­ 
ments shows the apprehensions enter­ 
tained of what must follow' a public an ­ 
nouncement of the fact th a t all public 
works must cease. 
As a straw showing 
the way the wind is blowing, a com­ 
pany of the Ninth immune regiment 
ba* been ordered into the city. 
This 
move is probably connected with the ex 
pee ted trouble.
